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PREFACE. 

The  laws  concerning  game,  whether  it  be  the  birds, 
animals  or  fish  of  a  country,  cannot  be  made  too  widely 
known.  Great  as  the  quantity  of  game  is  in  this  Pro- 
vince, and  numerous  as  the  varieties  are,  hunting  and 
fishing  during  seasons  when  protection  is  provided  by 
law  would  soon  deplete  the  stock. 

This  book  is  a  synopsis  of  the  whole  law,  and  is 
compiled  from  the  numerous  statutes  and  orders  in 
council  now  in  force.  It  is  intended  as  a  handbook  for 
the  guidance  and  protection  of  sportsmen  of  every 
country  who  hunt  and  fish  within  the  Province,  and 
also  as  a  book  of  reference  for  those  whose  duty  it  is 
to  enforce  the  law. 

The  numerous  illustrations  throughout  the  book 
show  a  few  only  of  the  varieties  of  game  to  be  found. 
It  is  intended  to  continue  these  illustrations,  and  add 
to  their  number,  in  future  editions. 

Some  useful  and  practical  hints  on  camping  have 
been  added.  These  are  the  result  of  long  experience, 
and  will  be  found  to  be  of  value  to  the  uninitiated.

[NOTE.— If  the  tourist  is  unable  to  have  his  outfit  exported 
and  identified  before  leaving  Canada,  at  the  port  where  reported 
inwards,  he  can  have  the  articles  inspected  and  certified  as  above.

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FIRE  LAW. 

The  lessee  of  a  fish  and  game  preserve  is  liable  for  damages 
to  timber  by  waste,  fire,  etc.,  unless  he  proves  that  all  due  pre- 
caution has  been  taken. 

He  shall  further  be  answerable  for  damages  caused  by  himself, 
or  the  people  under  his  control,  to  the  timber  growing  on  said 
territory,  or  on  the  adjoining  territory,  either  from  waste  or 
want  of  sufficient  precaution  in  lighting,  watching  over  or 
putting  out  fires,  and  it  shall  be  incumbent  on  him,  in  case  of 
damage  done  by  fire,  to  prove  that  all  such  precautions  have 
been  taken.  (S.Q.  1888,  c.  17,  s.  6.) 

The  value  of  the  Canadian  forests  can  hardly  be  over- 
estimated, although  the  destruction  of  small  portions  of  them  by 
fires  amounts  annually  to  a  serious  item.  Anyone  who  has  been 
in  a  district  over  which  a  fire  has  recently  passed  will  appreciate 
the  utter  ruin  of  the  district  for  several  years  for  the  tourist,  the 
hunter  and  the  angler.  We  believe  that  every  true  sportsman  is 
glad  to  do  anything  in  his  power  to  prevent  destruction  of  the 
forests,  and  will  observe  carefully  the  following  suggestions  of 
the  fire  rangers  :— 

"  The  greatest  care  should  be  exercised  between  April  1st  and 
"  October  31st,  and  if  a  fire  is  made!in  the  forest,  or  at  a  distance 
"of  less  than  half  a  mile  therefrom,  or  upon  any  island,  for 
"cooking,  for  warmth,  the  maker  should— 

1st— Select  a  locality  in  the  neighborhood  in  which  there  is 
the  smallest  quantity  of  vegetable  matter,  dead  trees, 
branches,  brushwood,  dry  leaves,  x>r  resinous  trees. 
2nd— Clear  the  place  in  which  he  is  about  to  light  the  fire  by 
removing  all  vegetable  matter,  dead  trees,  branches, 
brushwood,  and  dry  leaves  from  the  soil  within  a  radius 
of  ten  feet  from  the  fire. 

3rd— Kxcrc-ise  and  observe  every  reasonable   care  and    pre- 
caution to  prevent  such  fire  from  spreading,  and  carefully 
extinguish  the  same  before  quitting  the  place. 
"  Great  care  should  be  exercised  to  see  that  burning  matches, 
..-lies  of  pipes  and  lighted  cigars,  or  burning  gun  wadding,  or 
"  any  other  burning  substance,  should  be  completely  extinguished 
"  before  the  sportsman  leaves  the  >pot. 

"Too  much  care  cannot  be  exercised  in  these  important 
"matter-. 

All  persons  interested  in  the  protection  of  our  fish  and  game, 
and  all  members  of  clubs,  are  earnestly  asked  to  aid  the  officers 
of  the  Department  in  carrying  out  the  regulations,  and  in  the 
prevention  of  violations  of  the  laws. 
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CAMPING   NECESSITIES. 

If  much  carrying  (portages)  expected,  take:  — 

FOOD  (2  men  for  2  weeks): — pork  and  bacon,  20 
Ibs.;  biscuits,  20  Ibs.;  flour  (whole  wheat,  10  Ibs.; 
beans,  4  Ibs.;  rice,  5  Ibs.;  salt,  2  Ibs.;  tea,  1  lb.;  sugar, 
8  Ibs.;  corn  meal  (to  roll  fish  for  frying),  3  Ibs.;  dried 
apples,  3  Ibs.;  butter  (in  tin  pail),  5  Ibs.;  milk  (con- 
densed, in  tin),  1  lb.;  pepper,  2  oz.;  baking  powder,  2 
cans;  syrup,  1  gallon. 

COOKING  KIT  —  ( containing  pails,  plates,  knives, 
forks,  spoons,  cups,  bake  tins,  frying  pan,  etc.,)  to  be 
obtained  from  any  good  sporting  store. 

CLOTHING  AND  TOILET  — Warm  clothes,  (also, 
extra,  1  flannel  shirt,  1  drawers,  2  pair  socks,  4  hand- 
kerchiefs ) ,  1  waterproof  sheet  ( with  slit  in  middle  can 
be  used  as  a  poncho),  towel,  soap,  tooth  brush,  hair 
brush,  comb,  toilet  paper,  bootlaces,  "  Housewife " 
(containing  needles,  thread,  beeswax,  buttons,  scissors. 
pins,  safety  pins),  strips  of  linen  or  cotton  for  ban- 
dages, surgeons  plaster. 

SPORTING — Gun  or  rifle,  ammunition,  cartridge  belt, 
hunting  knife,  pocket  knife,  axe  and  hatchet  (in  leather 
sheaths),  fishing  lines,  hooks  and  flies. 

SUNDRIES— Tent  (waterproof  silk  is  very  light), 
canoe  (if  birch  bark,  take  gum  for  repairing,  and  long 
boots  for  wading),  2  paddles  per  man,  watch,  folding 
candle  lantern,  candles,  tump  lines,  rope,  whistle,  flask 
of  brandy,  pain  killer,  pills,  mosquito  oil,  tobacco,  pipes, 
etc.,  pencil,  memo,  pad,  cards,  plan  of  district  (in  water- 
proof envelope),  matches  (in  waterproof  case),  water- 
proof canvas  bags  for  bread,  flour,  and  clothing. 
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Additional,  if  desired:  — 

Canvas  camp  bed  or  sleeping  bag,  inflatable  rubber 
pillow,  folding  stove,  camera,  razor,  mirror,  fishing  rod, 
reel,  landing  net,  gaff,  wire  nails,  bird  calls,  potatoes, 
coffee,  canned  meats,  lemons,  cheese,  chocolate,  solidi- 
fied soups,  etc. 

CAMPING    RECIPES. 

CANOE  GUM. — Melt  some  resin  in  a  tin  and  stir  in  a 
little  lard  or  grease.  Cool  a  small  portion  on  a  stick 
in  water.  It  should  neither  be  brittle  nor  sticky,  but 
should  yield  to  the  thumb  nail.  A  teaspoonful  of  grease 
to  half  a  cup  of  resin  is  about  right,  but  it  is  better  to 
begin  with  too  little  grease  and  add  more  until  the  con- 
sistency is  right. 

WATERPROOFING  FOR  BAGS. — Four  oz.  common  bar 
soap,  1  paratinr  candle.  l)i>-<>]\<-  in  -J  qt^.  <oft  water. 
Add  2  qts.  boiled  linseed  oil  and  boil  mixture  again  for 
15  minutes.  Dip  bags  in  the  mixture  and  let  drain.  Do 
not  wring  or  squeeze  the  bag*,  merely  rub  the  surplus 
off  with  a  stick.  Hang  in  sun  to  dry  for  a  week  or  so, 
according  to  weather.  The  mixture  should  be  re-heated 
after  each  dipping.  The  above  is  enough  for  4  bags. 
Seamless  grain  bags  are  the  best. 

BOOT  GBEAOC.  Half  pint  boiled  linseed  oil,  2  oz. 
resin,  3  oz.  beeswax.  4  oz.  mutton  suet.  Powder  the 
resin,  scrape  the  wax,  render  the  suet.  Mix,  simmer 
over  a  slow  fire  till  thoroughly  amalgamated,  and  keep 
in  a  tin  box. 
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TO  FIND  THE  NORTH  WITHOUT  A  COMPASS. 

By  the  Trees. 

When  in  the  woods  you  will  notice  that  three  fourths 
of  the  moss  on  trees  grows  on  the  north  side;  the  heavy 
boughs  of  spruce  trees  are  always  on  the  south  side,  and 
the  topmost  branch  of  every  uninjured  hemlock  tree  tips 
to  the  east. 

By  a  Watch. 

Point  the  hour  hand  to  the  sun,  and  the  south  is 
exactly  half-way  between  the  hour  hand  and  the  figure 
XII  on  the  watch. 

By  the  Stars. 

In  the  constellation  "  Great  Bear  "  ( often  called  "  the 
Dipper,")  the  two  stars  (commonly  called  "the  point- 
ers,") between  which  is  the  arrow  in  the  diagram  below, 
point  (nearly)  to  the  North  (or  Pole)  Star.
